I^"Thc financial management of a great 
country, and the development of its resources, 
are among the most difllcult questions whii h 
ask the consideration of a statesman. In or- 
dinary times the general and best rule of con- 
duct is to let them alone. Trade, without 
interposition from the Government, ar- 
RM|0M it best. The same rule should 
be the basis of the Vlioa of Government 
even in great emergencies. To do a3 lit- 
tle as possible is to do the most for the 
good of the country. Currency, which is the 
life-blood of finance, ia one of those beautiful 
but extremUy delicate pieces of machinery 
which to touch or tinker with is to des troy. 
It is as dangerous as lor a person to trifle 
with quack nostrums upon Lis own health, 
when he is either well or ailing. If souud in 
body he is apt to become unsound; if unsound 
to place himself in peril. 

fet as wc often find men who take an In- 
comprehensible delight in administering nau- 
seous doses to themselves, so at all times 
there aru c'.asses of politicians who 6eem to 
iancy they have a diploma to doctor the 
Slate's shMfteM wilfc odi?, ii jurious specifics. 

A MstMfcn M like ttic present brings them 
out in full forco, with poisonous dru^s, which 
continually interfere vii .i tr^dc, which is to 
the body politic what naturo is to the human 
body in its endeavors to throw off the evil 
Ilirtory is full of cx.imp'.cs of this, which we 
need not particularly recapitulate. Our own 
revolution for independence was retarded by 
It. The French rcvolntion'gave repeated ex- 
amples of it, one of which, a parallel to the 
tax on gold, we miy notice. The French 
Assembly forbade the cashing of English hil's 
of exchange under any circumstances. By 
consequence it reacted on the French finances 
ibjuriously until Napoleon rectified tbe error. 
This parallel is no' in kind, but in policy. 
The rebel Government is another example of 
errors in political economy. The wealth is 
known to ! c there, just as well as it ia known 
that the rebel financiers have heretofore taken 
the most efficient means of preventing its ever 
getting into their hands. 

v7c, too, have been guilty of cqaal blunders, 
but the healthy condition of the country, its 
wealth and commerce, have prevented the 
evils from being so calamitous. The people, 
too, in their devotion to the Union, have 
backed up the Government in such a way it 
haa b: en impc»6sible to squander more than 
fifty per cent, of its credit. He who runs en 
read the fact that the wealth is here at the 
s^vi-.-e of the Gov* Tament, and the only cause 
of depreciation must be directly traceable to 
s;mo niiem magenieut of the treasure laid at 
the feet of tie Admiuistntion. 

We ore not, however, disposed to censure 
the Government because, in the midst of war, 
its credit is not at par. That would 
have demanded a prescience and wisdom su- 
perhuman, but it is censurable now that it 
proposes remedies condemned by reason and 
experience. 

The simplest way to establish a paper 
currency, if it was necessary, wonld p.eem to 
us the beeL As for example, the Government 
notes or greenbacks being issued, taxation to 
the amount of the issue should have been im- 
posed. By Ihi* every dollar in paper would 
luvc been represented by its equal in the 
National currency. Thus every holder of a 
note would, in fact, hold a check for so much 
money in the National treasury, which he had 
placed there, and which could not be expend- 
ed except in payment ol that note. Inter- 
posing third parties makes another step. The 
Government depends on the credit of the 
third party, and the holder of the obligation 
depends on the credit of the Government. 

Omitting, however, the consideration 
of this, and concudin^ thai it is nec- 
essary to draw on posterity for our 
present expenditures — a concession more 
th^n can be shown to be absolutely necessary 
—we most decidedly object to at leaet one of 
the proposed means to elTeet loans, as con- 
demned by reaoon and experience. We refer 
to Mr. Chase's banking scheme. He places It 
upon the ground that it is necessary to 
establish a sounder currency than the old 
f ystcm ol State banks. At least that is one ol 
the various reasonB oflered in his first 
report. If any refutation of this was nec- 
essary, it can be ekown that the 
old bank currency was souader than Mr. 
Chase's, from the fact that all of their noUt 
have been drivtn out of circulation. 

Any merchant or student of political 
economy knows what tbis means. If two 
kinds cf currency are in market, one better 
than the other, the better one is driven from 
circulation. For a simple reason: The best 
ii re-tained and hoarded; the worst is got rid 
of as soon as possible, and bo becomes the 
medium of exchange. With this plain fact 
before us, it is evident that Mr. Chase has 
effected jast the reverse of what he proposed, 
and given us a worse currency. 

There is another consideration for the tax- 
payer. These new National Banks arc not 
going to be carried cn by patriotic individuals 
from mere lovf of country. Bankers are not 
given to carrying on business upon any suck 
basis any me re than other people. They cx- 
ect some inducement; at least, a fair margin 
f profit. This profit, cot pertaining to the 
greenbacks'' or treasury notes, some one 
must pay; and this some one is, of course, the 
tax-payer. 

Let us, however, waive the confederation of 
the tax payer merely as a tax payer, and view 
the cpueation 6imply as ouc of political econ- 
omy or policy. The scheme proposes the es- 
tablishment of a vast number of banks 
scattered all over an immense extent of terri 
tory, and all drawing nourishment from the 
National Treasury. It presents an alluring 
spectacle of beautiful uniformity in currency, 
upon which the Treasurer dwells with al 
meet eloquence. We will go with him in as- 
eerting that, once established, the currency 
will be uniform— uniformly bad. There will 
ne none to compete with it. For, a3 we have 
said before, if any rash banker establishes an 
institution on a sowdcr basis than these, his 
notes will be driven from circulation ; if it is 
possible to establish a worsa one the people 
will not take his promises to pay, and he can 
not, like the Government, force them to do it, 
Thuu the new National Banks will have the 
field to themselves. 

The plan is thus complete. The Secretary 
will have succeeded in his favorite Rcheme 
of finance and it remains to be seen ho wit 
will work. 

To do this wc must look at what it has to 
cont'.nd ag lirs . Th( so arc a depreciation and 
a coBBcquuit run uixm these bauks or a panic 
with the ha me result We have a'reacty b 
v arued by the Comptroller of the Currency 
that it reeU upon m uneouBd basis. Wo 



notice also an equally significant fact— a cloud 
in the sky no bigger than a man's hand 
—that ought to warn us that such 
a result is not imaginary. The Legislature of 
Pennsylvania has adopted, or will soon adopt, 
a resolution to pay her Governor's salary ia 
gold. The same measure is before the Legis- 
latures of Kentucky and of some oth«r States. 
This is defended on the sole and distinct 
ground that the currency will probably de- 
preciate to such a degree aa to make the of- 
fice wholly unremuncrative. This shows that 
the apprehension is not confined to individ- 
uals, but is publicly feared by grave lcgiolative 
bodies, representing or claiming to represent 
the general opinion of the people. It may, 
therefore, be set down as a fixed, fact that one 
of the dangers against which the new banks 
have to contend is a heavy depreciation 
Wheu the notes cf a bank depreciate, no 
matter for what cause, whether real or im- 
aginary, we know the result. The lesson cf 
1857 is not forgotten. They may be sound, 
as were almost all the banks in that year, but 
an alarm once started, a run on the banks fol- 
lows inevitably. 

It is not necessary to assume what is an ap- 
parent fact, that these b.u:ki will be upon a 
less sound basis than the Treasury notes. AH 
that is necessary to be conceded is the unde- 
niable fact that any serious depreciation will 
produce a run upon these institutions, and we 
have to trust, not only to the financial wisdom 
of Mr. Chase, but of a host of little corpora- 
tions who may or may not conduct their bus- 
iness wisely. In any event their credit and re- 
sources will be interminably intermixed. Let us 
suppose a run upon one of these institutions. 
Wehave »ll seen child r-en amuse themselves 
by setting up a long row of bricks on end, 
and then tipping the first until it falls against 
the second, end so the whole row is knocked 
down seriatim. A run on a bank Is apt to pro- 
duce the same effect on other banks. They 
have not time to collect their resources; the 
panic becomes general, and bauk notes are 
not v/i.Tta dollar a barrel. If this is the case 
in ordinary times, how much more bo will it 
be when the downfall of or:e bank, from the 
very nature of th9 6chcrne, involves the credit 
of all the others. The breaking of one bank 
will bear upon the credit of the Government 
and every other b*nk in the country. 

But let us turn to that bitter teacher, ex- 
perience, f»r a lefison. In 1793 the English 
Parliament, for the relief of trade, passed an 
ct, with but six dissentient voices, allow 'ng 
country bankJ to is&uc'oneaad two pound 
notes. This is the counterpart of Mr. Chase's 
scheme on a smaller scale. The result was 
wonderful. The shackles of trade accrued 
burst. An unparalleled era of prosperity fol- 
lowed. "Tho mason's chieel chirped al! ov.r 
the kingdom, kunmers rang all round the 
coast, corn was plenty, money became a drug, 
labor wealth, and poverty and discontent 
vanished from the face of the land." In short, 
Just euch a feverish and fictitious prosperity 
followed as we behold now. They, ?s we„ 
overlooked one little paragraph in Adam 
Smith's wealth of nations: 

Should the circulation of paper exceed the 
value of the gold »nd filver, of which it 
supplies the vlacc, many people wou'd im- 
mediately perct-ive they had more of tbis 
paper than was neccseary lor transacting 
their busings at home; and, as they could 
not send it abroad, bask papsr only passing 
current wh'.re it is ISMed, t.hi're would be a 
run upon the b.nks to the extent of this 
superfluous paper. 

What was the result? The country banks, 
scattered ell over the country as our National 
Banks aro to be, went down in a whirlwind. 
The mint worked day snd night (tho only 
mint we have is Hoe's printing press), turn- 
ing out fifty thousand sovereigns per di m 
for the Bank of England, which had to cash 
all the country notes. 

Then it 1'Jl upon the London banks, and 
llrms worth ii;;iTS mI7!!0ri la undeniable se- 
curities fell with a cra^h. A run was made 
upon Pole, Thorntou & Co., a house which the 
Bauk of England resolved to sustain. It wns 
in vain. It iell like a house of cards. Then 
followed a run on the Bank of England, and, 
at last, one evening this gigantic firm, which 
had twenty million pounds iu r-pecic when the 
panic begun, left off with about, live thousand 
pounds in coin. A large freight cf gold was 
on the seits, but too late. The bank v/as eaved 
by permiscior. from the Government to issne 
some one-pound notee, which fortunately had 
not been dettroyed. Wc need not follow up 
the distress which ensued. Credit was dead, 
there was no currency, and the people were 
reduced to the primitive mode of barter. 

This calamitous rtsult svas produced direct- 
ly through the scattered country banks, the 
counterpart of Mr. Chase's ddirious dream of 
financial policy. If they, sustained by the tre- 
mendous strength of the wealthiest and most 
powerful institution in the world, based 
upon the eol>d foundation of gold and silver, 
could not withstand a storm and panic, what 
chance is there for these feeble,ep&cmeral in- 
etitutions, resting upon a paper basis, to 
withstand the shock? They must go down. 
The resvlt is not a matter of speculation, but 
certainty; and, if the scheme become* general, 
with them got 3 down the credit of the Gov- 
ernment. 

The scheme is as wild and mischievous as 
the South Sea speculations; a bubble with 
lorious golden pictures mirrored on ita frag- 
ile orb, rising only to burst in a thousand 
pieces. If we were to defiae it, we would call 
it a scheme to destroy the credit of the United 
States. 

E^-The Administration papers, in count- 
irg over their successes in tbis war, tell us 
of the 8tates recovered or secured to the 
on, and amongst these Kentucky. It is 
amusing to hear them claim that they have 
secured Kentucky. This State never seceded — 
never entertained the proposition. There is 
not a State as much devoted to the old Union 
Kentucky. There i* none so much in- 
terested in its preservation. From the intel- 
ligent appreciation of our interest, a6 well rs 
from an appreciation q/ our civii institutions 
in the Union, Kentuckians would, to-day, 
make more sacrifices than the people of any 
State to prevent a separation of these State?. 
Our people have been actuated by rational 
conviction, and have held their position with 
flrmncBB, in sp'tc of sectional and party in- 
terest. They havo resisted the strongest 
temptations and sacrificed prejudices to save 
tho Union. They have not a sentiment in 
common with the party in power, nor have 
they any respect for it, except the one senti- 
ment to preserve the Union of these States, 
Wc know of none who are unconditionally for 
the Union; but the people of this State are 
nearer that point than any other. 

Other State5 hate the rebellion because it is 
a rebellion againct them. They support the 
war because, thereby, they support their own 
party. The ordinary and not very erediiuMe 
motives of men account for their patriot! 
zeal ; but Kentuckians have had no such mo- 
tives. They have acted against them all 
Whatever may happen now, and whoever 
may desire to let the Union elide, tho voice of 
thii State will be still for the Union. 

To measure and practices urged by partisan 
aeaiots, Kentucky is opposed; for, in her 
judgment, they are bo many obstacles in the 
way of her objtct— a restoration of the 
Uuion. The meu who are for peace in this 
State are generally for }»eaee because they 
cruscien'iouBly hold that peace is the shortest 
road to Uuion. Convince even these that war 
will bring Union, and that peace will not, and 
they wUl not urge pwce. 



We believe that our people know better the 
disease ©f this rebellion thin the party in 
po-rer, and are better judges of the remedy. 
It seems obvious to us that if wc desire the 
restoration of the Government over the 
Southern States, it is of the last importance 
to convince the people there that the Govern- 
ment is not their enemy; that they can be se- 
cure of its protection, not its vengeance. 

We need not discuss if this or tbat measure 
is constitutional. We cannot hope that a 
people will recognize the duty of obedience 
to a power from which no protection is ex- 
pected. When Kentuckiam oppose the mea- 
sures of the Administration, it is because they 
are for the Union. Unfortunately, this party 
in power, full of ^elf-righteousness and self- 
conceit and party hate, look upon all mea- 
sures of conciliation as dictated by sympathy 
for the rebellion. Tho more hate, the more 
vengeance, tho better loyalty, and the blind 
partisan can't appreciate any moderation, nor 
its effect in ending the rebellion.

And what 
a departure from the severe and manly sim- 
plicity, the tiiie Democratic dignity of "better 
and purer days ! It may be said that any- 
body who is rich enough to charter a car, or 
for that matter a train, ;.nd ride in it in solitary 
stato to Washington or elsewhere, has a rurht 
to do so. Undoubtedly any man has a right 
to make a fool of himself. This we cheerfully 
admit. But he is none the less a fool because 
he exercises his right, and he is rot the less 
liable to the censure of every man of good 
sense and refined taste. Mr. Seward has a per- 
fect rght to perambulate the streets in 
"spangltr," such as woru by the c rcu* riders, 
and Mrs. Lincoln has an equal right, when- 
ever she appears in public, to do so in full 
bull costume.

An Epidemic in Indiana — A fearful epi- 
demic is prevailing in Cordon, Harrison 
county, Iud. During the past week about fif- 
teen died of it. ^'he victims attacked survive 
from one to three days. It prevails also to 
some extent in tho couut.-y out3ide of Cory- 
dcn. The Corydon Union thus describes this 
afiliction: 

This direful disease, vhieh is evidently a 

form of congestive fever, is at present pre- 
vailing to a fearful ex-ent in uarts of this 
county; and however 4octOM may disagree 
about BttBea, the facts are incontestiblo that it 
is a suddeu and overwhelming congestiou of 
some of tho vital organs— most commonly of 
the brain and spinal column, ur of the stomach 
and lungs. After 1 he congestive period is past, 
ttMN Is an ii.fiaminatory fever, or fever of ty- 
phoid ehiuucter, to be com'uated. Those who 
have taken it arc taken with chilly sensa- 
tions, which appear to last one to twelve 
hours, and at times it r.mouuts to a shaking 
and chatteriog ot the teeth, accompanied with 
pains through the heaJ neck, back and stom- 
ach, sometimes nurabne 3 of list QitlimlHm. 
The patients arc sometimes clear in their minds 
but usually deranged, wild or frantic, throw- 
ing their arms and logs about, tun- iug from 
side to side, exhibiuM iuexprefisibl* dia- 
trcss — worry. ag the attendants to keep them 
covered or in bed at all. The head is drawn to 
ouc side or backward, and the neck stiff. 
Tbe c-yea are rolled in their sockets, and 
sometimes violent convulsions take place. 
Tnen nausea and vomiting; costiveness or 
looseness of the bowds; pulse weak and slow 
ot nearly natural, acd at times firm and fre- 
quent— bomotime-j none at all; becoming 
comotosc, you cannot arouse them, fol- 
lowed by an apparently cany death; or they 
awake so sore iu Biiff" that they cannot be 
moved without excruciating pain -md distress, 
attended with ibfiammaiory or typhoid fever. 

Trout Pbkseuves.— The New Bedford 
(Mass.) Mercury states that the celebrated 
Marshpee bro->k, from Wakeby pond to its 
mouth, has been leased to a party of gentle- 
men for the term of twelve years at ?10D per 
annum.

The lion is tho Hag ai ti e desert onlv ia 
poetry. Man is the true wild animal with 
whom the traveler dreads an encounter, 3nd 
bandits infest every caravan route in the Sa- 
hara. The Sahara ia no: always destitute of 
water. In pacing between th-^ tropics the 
sun carries with aim heavily laden nimbus 
clouds, which, rot m.eting with any moun- 
tains high enough to condense their 
moisture, aud cause it to faU at inte.- 
val«, descend oceosionr.llv by their owt 
gravity, ami drop th- ir watery treasures in 
gushirg torrents, which liil every ravine.
